That Shamrock ir is by far the hand- 


somest and most graceful yacht that 
has ever challenged for the America's 
cup must be conceded. 
The bow of 


Shamrock II reminds one of the Co- 
lumbia. It has vast penetrating power 
and divides the water with ease. The 
whole forebody of the "challenger, in 
fact, shows a clever adaptation and 
skillful modification »jf the forward sec- 
tions of all the good parts of the Wat- 
Bon and Fife and Herreshoff creations. 
The stern, too, tapers«beautif ully. The 
graceful way in which Mr. Watson has 
disposed of the great beam of the chal- 
lenger—the factor which, in combina- 
tion with her 90 tons of lead, gives her 
Immense sail carrying power—is, In- 
deed, a wonder of naval "architecture. 
The sweetness of the lines and the fa- 
cility of the curves lead one to believe 
that the underbody has sojne surprises 
in store.

board Shamrock II has all the attri- 
butes of a racing yacht.

CUTDOWN OF 14 PEECENT 


To Go 11-to Effect on Sept. 3-SeuU- 


ineut of Labor Organizations Ap- 
pears to Be Wholly lu Favor of 


I Resistance and Strike May Result 


Fall River, Mass., 13.—At a meeting 


of the Fall lliver cotton manufacturers 
jieslerday afternoon for the purpose of 
diseiibsiag the question cf wage reduc- 
tion, it was unanimously voted to re- 
duce wages to a basis of 17 cents for 
weaving, the reduction to go into effect 
Sept. 3. 
This Is about a 14 percent 


cut, thp present price of weaving being 
19.S cents. 
- The first vote taken was whether 
or not there should be r reduction is 
wages. 
The vote was uuanimous witU 


one exception. The mar voting against 
the reduction only raised the question 
as to the amount, he being in favor of 
cutting off more then 10 percent. An 
agreement to reduce will be drawn up 
for the signatures and will be passed 
by the executive committee ol tbe asso- 
ciation. 


It will require a representation of 


1,500.000 spindles to make .an agree- 
ment to reduce wages operative. 
At 


the-meeting aud voting there were rep- 
resentatives of nearly 1,250,000 spindles, 
so that the promoters of the movement 
need have no fear as to its ultimate 
success. 
Other details acted upon at 


the meeting had to do with the manner 
In which tWe reduction should be car- 
ried out in the evenc of resistance. 


Tiie manufacturers agreed that the 


only objections offered had to do with 
the amount and the t^rne of the reduc- 
tion, and Lad nothing to do with the re- 
duction itself. 
A significant 
fact in 


connection with the meeting was the 
fact of the absence of Simeon B. Chase, 
treasurer of the King Piiillip mills, 
and George H. Hills, treasurer of tthe 
Da^ol mills. 
The King Phillip mills 


have beeiwnaagq^entirelyupon what is 
known as fine goods. 
The mills not 


represented 
were the Border City, 


Granite, Hargraves, Parker, Seacon- 
nett, Arkwright, New England Cotton 
Yarn company, and 
the American 


•Thread company. 
With the exception 


of the Border City and Granite, these 
mills are not members of the Manufac- 
turers' association 


In the event of a resistance to the 


cutdown, a matter which has been 
talked of more seriously than any thing 
else in connection with tho proposition, 
it is not thought that the fine goods 
mills will be asked to assist in the fight 
in order to make the reduction agree- 
ment operative. 
That 
is, ir'ib not 


thought that the mills formerly in the 
selling committee which was recently 
dissolved, will ask the mills outside to 
help them enforce the scale by shutting 
down their mills aud violating their con- 
tracts. 
If the reduction is(opposed, it 


is expected that these mills will aid thG 
others in other ways. 


Representatives of the various labor 


organizations in Fall Hirer met direct- 
ly after the announcement of the action 
of the Manufacturers' association, and 
a meeting of the textile council was 
called for nc'kt Thursday night. 
At 


that meeting a plan of action will b° 
formulated. 
The labor men say that 


they do not belle's e the operatives will 
accept the reduction, bat beyond that 
they decline to make any statement. 


In regard to the adoption of a sliding 


scale, which was agitated a few days 
ago, it is not expected that the opera- 
tives will accept it. 
The manufactur- 


ers think that the leaders do not want 
to appear as advocating a sliding scale, 
because, if it fails as au experiment, 
tbe leaders will come in for a large 
share of adverse criticism, but the man- 
ufacturers who advocate a sliding scale 
say such it plan is essential to the con- 
tract business in odd goods to be placed 
on a safe basis. 


The operatives are talking over the 


movement of The association, and the 
sentiment seems, about wholly in favor 
of resisting.

SOME VIVID DREAMS. 


WARNINGS AND VISIONS THAT HAVE 


COME DURING SLEEP. 


Lfcdy ABAaver'n Dream and H«r H«i- 


l»»ud'« Traale Oeattt^TUe Murder- 
ous Butler Who Wm §e»reU Away. 
The Yotuic Woman In Gray SHU, 
In "The Story of. My Life," by Mr. 


Augustus J, C. Hare, are told the follow- 
ing dream stories: 
AVhen staying a.i 


Itaveusworth castle in November, 1876, 
General Stanhope, talking of dreams, 
said: 


"Lady Aadorer, Who was the daughter 


c* Lord Leicester, was with her husband 
t\ Holkhani, and whea oup day all the 
other men were going out shooting she 
pitoously implored him not to go, saying 
tluit she liad dreamed vividly that he 
would be shot if he wont out. She was 
feo terribly eager about it that he acceded 
to ker wishes and remained with her in 
the painting; room, for she painted beau- 
tifully in oils, and was copying a picture 
of the 'Misers' which was at HolUiam. 
But the wfti'rnoon was excessively beauti- 
ful, and Lady Andover's strong impres- 
sion, which had been so vivid in the morn- 
ing, then seemed to wear off, till at last 
she said: 'Well, roally, perhaps I have 
been selfish in keeping you .from what you 
like so much because of my own iinpres- 
aions; so pow, if you care about going out, 
dou't l«t me keep you in any longer.' And 
he said: 'Well, if you don't mind, I should 
certainly like to go,' and he went. He 
had not been gone long before Lady An- 
dover's impressions returned just as viv- 
idly as ever, and she rushed up stairs and 
put on her bonnet and pursued him. But, 
as sho crossed the park, she met her hus- 
band's own servant riding furiously with- 
out his coat. 'Don't tell me,' sjie said at 
once. 'I know wbat has happened,' and 
she went back and locked herself into her 
room. His servant was handing him a 
gun through a hedge, it went off, and be 
was k|lled upon the spot." 


While in Koine in 1870 Mr. Hare heard 


the following dr«am story: 


Lady VArnnn dreamed that she saw 


the butler, with a knife in one hand and a 
candle in the other, 'crossing the entrance 
hall, and she awoke with a great start. 
After awhile she composed herself to 
sleep again, and she dreamed— she dream- 
ed that she saw the butler, with a knife 
in one band and a candle in the other, on 
the middle of the staircase, and she awoke 
with a great shock. 
She got np; she 


thought she could not be quite well, and 
she took a little sal volatile. At last she 
fell asleep again, and she dreamed — she 
dreanaed that she saw the butler, w:th a 
knife in one hand end a caudle in the 
other, standing at her bedroom door, and 
she awoke in a great terror, and she 
jumped out of bed, and she said, "I'll 
have an end of this; I'll have an end of 
these foolish imaginations," and she 
rustled to the dcor, and she threw the 
door wide open. And there at the door 
stood the butler, wih a knife in one hand 
and a candle in the other. And when he 
suddenly saw Lady Vernon in her white 
nightdress, with her hair streaming down 
her back, he was so dreadfully frightened 
that he dropped the candje on the floor 
and rushed off down the staircase and off 
to the stables, where there was a horse 
ready saddled and bridled, on which he 
meant to have ridden away when he had 
murdered Lady Vernon. 
And he rode 


away without ever having murdered her 
at 'all, and he was never, never, never 
heard of again. 


Lord Denbigh sent the following story 


to Mr. Hare of a supernatural vision 
which he had heard from Hemy Malet 
in 1869: In the winter of 1854-5 Malet 
was in Paris and saw a good deal of 
Palgrave Simpson, the dramatic author. 
One evening after a">dinner Simpson ex- 
pressed himself a believer in clairvoyant 
phenomena. A few days afterward Ma- 
let received an order to return to London 
and hold himself in readiness to embark 
for the Crimea with his regiment. On 
the night before his departure for Malta 
he received a note "from Simpson inclos- 
ing an antique ring. The note said: "Do 
not laugh at me, but while you are in the 
Crimea wear tbe inclosed ring. It was 
given to me by the last representative of 
an old Hungarian 'r*thily on her death- 
bed. In her family it was an heirloom 
and considered as a most precious talis- 
man to preserve the wearer from any 
external harm." 
Malet slipped the ring 


on his linger without attaching any great 
importance, to the matter and the nest 
morning sailed from Portsmouth. 
We 


will let him tell tbe remainder of the 
story: 


"We touched at Gibraltar, but it was 


not till our arrival at Malta that I heard 
from my family. Then. I found a letter 
from my mother dated from Frankfort on 
the very day of our sailing from England. 
It said : 'I have been quite broken hearted 
about you, and could find no comfort any- 
where, but now all is changed, for a most 
extraordinary reason. This morning as I 
lay in bed in broad daylight and after my 
maid had brought my hot water, just as 
I was about to get up, a most beautiful 
young lady, very fair and dressed iu gray 
Bilk, drew aside the curtain of my bed 
and leaned over me and said: "Do not 
be unhappy about your son; no harm shall 
happen to him." 
I am quite certain I 


have had a vision, yet it seemed as if I 
were awake; certainly I was so the mo- 
ment before this happened. Tbe whole 
thing is as distinct as possible and a? 
unlike an effect of imagination. Of course, 
I cannot account for it, but it has made 
me quite happy, and I know you will 
come back safe.' On receipt of this letter 
I bethought me of tbe ring, and beggutl 
my mother in reply to describe minutely 
the appearance of the mysterious visitor. 
My mother said it was a young woman 
about 27 years of ago, rathoi1 pale, with 
very straight features, large gray eyes 
and an abundance of brown hair worn in 
rather an old fashioned manner. 
The 


sleeves of the gray silk dress were what 
we call 'bishop sleeves." I sent copies of 
my mother's letter to Palgrave Simpson, 
nnd he answered me that the description 
was in the minutest particular the coun- 
terpart o£ the lady who on her deathbed 
had given him the ring, some 16 or 17 
years before. It is to be observed that 
no communication whatever-, passed be- 
tween me and ay mother between the re- 
ceipt of the ring anci my arrival at Malta, 
and I will gwcar that I told nof one tjic 
•tory."

PENAtTIES FOR CRIME. 


tteBti "fin* Were Infllete* !• 
tb« SlxtevutU Century. 


In Navarre in early times murder and 


auicidc were considered treason and in- 
volved couiic'Rtioii of property, while 
homicide wss punished by fine and derni- 
homicide (slight wounds) by lighter Cues. 
Killings from vengeance and for gain 
were distinguished, und uiurdcr in a 
clmrcb was ueld to be an especially odi- 
ous crime, especially if the church was 
consecrated. 


The Fueros of Etclia and St. Sebastian 


permit the killing of a burglar, but if the 
owner of tho Louie can seize such bur- 
glar he must not kill him. And if he does 
and a relation of the dead man says, 
"You 
have killed my relation under differ- 


ent circumstances from, what you say; ho 
was not at your house," the slayer must 
then swear and undergo the proof of hot 
iron to prove that he killed the man when 
in m's house and not wantonly. 
If the 


accused gets over the proof of the hoT 
iron without hurt, Ilieu the accuser hns to 
pay. If the parties prefer to fight a dn>>I, 
they can do so, but this it not the cus- 
tom." 


Later on in. Navarre torture became 


general and penalties more severe. 
For 


esnmple, incendiaries and their accom- 
plices were hanged und burned. 
The 


custom of Soule (sixteenth century) or- 
ders the ears of recidivist bandits to be 
cut off and recidivist robbers to be hang- 
ed and strangled; also those guilty of 
arson, in houses and mills to be belife£flcd 
and to have their goods confiscated £or 
reparation of the damage done. In LfP 
gfcze words: "Old Fueros, like the gen- 
eral, are not as severe as when the penal 
system wfts thoroughly organized. It is 
impossible to have any idea of the va- 
riety nnd absurdity of the punishments 
prescribed." 


As an illustration, the theft of a cat is 


punishable by a fine of the amount of 
flour which would cover its whole body if 
piled up around the aforesaid cat. When 
the offender has no flour, the cat is tied 
to his naked shoulders and then beaten to 
make it scratch and bite the thief. In 
Bigorre fines were less in amount than 
elsewhere, especially in Beam, and they 
could often be paid in kind. 
Whether 


this was attributable wholly to the hu- 
manity of the people of Bigorre or to 
their poverty is not altogether free from 
doubt, for at Pampelnna the fine for kill- 
Ing a man was 1,000 sols or 40 measures 
of wheat, of liarley and of wine, whila 
Jn the mountains hat'd bj' it was 240 sols 
or 12 oxen.— Gentleman's Magazine. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


A little vinegar put into a frying pan 


and heated on tfee stove removes the odor 
of onions or fisu from the utensils. 


A hint for the laundry is that calicoes, 


ginghams and chintzes are all mu'eh bet- 
ter ironed on the wrong rather than the 
right side. 


Soiled photographs may be cleaned by 


sponging with clear, cold water.

cardboard mounts may be cleaned by 
rubbing with dry bread. 


Flatirons that have been redhot do not 


retain the heat so well afterward and wilj 
always be rough. Do not put them on 
the stove too long before they are needed 
if there is a very hot fire. 


Baize bags are invaluable for large and 


A case of knives 
or forks can be made of a straight piece 
of baize, with a pocket stitched on, which 
has a compartment for each single knife, 
Tapes fasten this when rolled.

Certain letters are sacred and should, I 
think, if kept, be labeled "Strictly Pri- 
vate." This is a matter which must be 
considered with reference to the impor- 
tance of the letters to the happiness of 
the writers. Where the disclosure of the 
contents of a letter would work sorrow 
or wrong to another it had better be de- 
stroyed at once. So tanoh harm has been 
done through the careless handling of 
personal letters, so many friends have 
been estranged, that to neglect to destroy

aminittloBi of Lawyer*. 


Many men, even successful members ot 


the profession, hold that as a good ex- 
amination docs not necessarily make a 
good lawyer it is better to make the con- 
ditions of admission easy and thus allow 
the fittest of the lot to survive. This 
sentiment has been less since the Amer- 
ican Bar association took up vigorously 
the work of raising tie standards of le- 
gal education. Mituy good anecdotes are 
told of the old tests. An able southern 
lawyer still living has a good story about 
his examination by Reverdy Johnson, one 
of the greatest lawyers of the last cea- 
tury. Mr. Johnson knew the young man, 
but apparently he did not allow his 
familiarity to infiuence the case.

asked him one or two questions as easy 
as the alphabet or the multiplication ta 
ble and then very severely demanded: 


"Young mail, can you mix a good 


brandy julep?" 


"I think I can, sir," was the reply.

"are the ingredients, sir. Now, let me 
Bee wiat you can do." 


The candidate approached and used his 


finest touch and sease of selection in com 
pounding the tonic. Then, topping it oft 
artistically with a fresh mint, he present- 
ed it to his examine^ Mr. Johnson gave 
the case his best eare and patience, and 
finally, wlien the bottom of the generous 
glass had been reached, be looked at the 
young man admiringly and announced 
that he had passed.

We Yawn and Stretch. 


During sleep the respiration is shallow 


and the expansion of the lungs is insuffi 
dent for active movement. It is neces 
sary, therefore, to fully expand the lungs 
on waking before or as soon as active 
movements commence. This is effected 
by a yawn, which is a deep inspiratioC 
assisted by the wide opening of tht 
mouth. The depth of the inspiration is 
often assisted by raising the arms abov«. 
the head and by throwing forward the j 
chest, and thus yawning and stretching | 
are only parts of one inspiratory effort. 


Stretching also aids the return of th^ 


blood to the muscles. During sleep tht 
circulation is feebler, and the skin seems 
to be supplied with blood at the espenst 
of the muscles, and on waking the limbs 
are stretched to insure their being in 
working order and to restore to them 
tlieir normal waking blood supply. To- 
ward night it is not uncommon for a 
similar reduction in the depth of the res 
piration and slowing of the circulation to 
take place, and this is corrected by a 
similar yawning and stretching as on 
waking.

enough oil of turpentine to thin. 


The three first named ingredients must 


be mixed and incorporated by the aid of 
beat; then take the mixture out of doors 
ond away from the fire, and before it 
cools gradually add the turpentine. The 
work is given several coats, each one 
allowed to dry perfectly hard (it is best, 
if possible, to harden it in a japauner'a 
oven), and the last coat is rubbed down 
with tripoli, applied with a soft cloth, 
then with a few drops of oil.

Tbls discovery was made by Segura, 


be maintains, while be was working In 
tbe guise of a silk mill band among 
tbe anarchists of Faterson. 
Segura 


first went.to Faterson a year ago to 
Investigate tbe murder of Glnseppe 
Pessina by Bperandl Caraboni, alias 
Luigi Biancbl, a fellow anarchist Bl- 
ancbi was tbe man wbo in May, 1900, 
drew tbe fatal number out of 113 bal- 
lots, which called upon bim to assas- 
sinate King Humbert Blaticbi refused 
to undertake tbe^ desperate mission, 
and Bresci immediately volunteered in 
bis place. 


Soon afterward Biancbl, in response 


to orders, it is alleged, issued by tbe 
anarchist group £11 Maternel in Phila- 
delphia, murdered Pessina, who was 
suspected of being a spy. A day or two 
later Blanch! himself was found de&d, 
having apparently committed suicide. 
In bis pockets were found documents 
which gave tbe Italian detectives tbe 
first hint of tbe intended murder of tbe 
king. 


Segura continued to work In the mill 


without exciting tbe least suspicion as 
to his real mission among the anarch- 
ists, who freely initiated bim into all 
their secrets. Last October Segura says 
be was shown a letter from Granotti 
dated at Paris, in which be declared 
that it was be and not Bresci wbo fired 
tbe sbot tuat killed King Humbert on 
July 29. Granotti declared that Bresci 
missed tbree times, and that then be 
(Granotti) took careful aim and brought 
down tbe king, escaping afterward In 
tbe confusion. It was said at tbe time 
of tbe assassination tbat four shots 
were beard, 'but that only three cham- 
bers In Bresci's revolver were found to 
bave been discharged. 


Segura at once notified the Italian 


consul, and efforts were made to cap- 
ture Granotti, but be had fled from 
Paris. A week later Segura was shown, 
another letter from Granotti dated at 
Glasgow. A large reward is now stand- 
Ing for Granotti's arrest 


At a meeting held in Paterson on July 


2 a plot was batched. It Is declared, to 
kill tbe czar of Russia and Emperor 
William of Germany. Four anarchists 
were chosen by lot to assassinate the 
two monarchs. They were Victor Re- 
foli, Andrlone Cannalucci. Cuvico Mo- 
relli and Tomaso Minelll, all of whom 
sailed for Europe In May. Morelli was 
recently arrested in Berlin. 


Segura learned tbat mail for all four 


men is still being received at the office 
of the anarchist paper La Reveil in Ge- 
neva, Switzerland. Learning tbat one 
Giovanni Gludlcl, living in Barre, Vt, 
was to join the four in Europe, Segura 
went to Barre, talked with Gludici 
and, after learning all the details of the 
plot accompanied Giudicl to Montreal, 
where tbe latter sailed on the Allan 
liner Parisian, destined for Berlin. Ten 
days ago Segura again paid a visit to 
Barre, where be was recognized as a 
detective. 


One dark night, he says, he was en- 


ticed Into a lonely street, knocked 
down, gagged and blindfolded and 
thrown Into a wagon, in which be was 
driven to an isolated but in tbe woods, 
where he was detained for tbree days, 
being

be was driven in a closed carriage to 
Montpelier Junction and left there aft- 
er being warned not to return to Barre 
on pain of deatb. 


Luckily for Segura tbe Barre anarch- 


ists were ignorant of tbe fact that be 
was tbe man wbo bad denounced Gra- 
totti as tbe assassin of Humbert Had 
they known this be would, be says, 
ivithout doubt bave instantly been put 
to deatb. Ou returning to Mew York 
U%e other day Segura learned tbat be 
tad been betrayed to tbe Paterson an- 
Arcblsts, wbo are bot on bis trail. Re- 
lllzing bis peril, be at once made ar- 
langements to take tbe first steamer 
lor bis borne In Smyrna, Asia Minor.

At this season *f tlie year we all eat 


i vegetable, feinee they aul not only sea- 


sonable but lieulthy, but sometimes we 
tire of the old or usual ways of se*ving 
them. Thauks to a better knowledge of 
cookery, there are now many methods of 
preparing the' rifts tbe summer brings 
and a few of rue most uypro.-ed I wiil 
make the basis of this article. 


You will notice that none of the re- 


cipes given call for any great outlay of 
money, although some of them may re- 
quire the use of a little time. It will 
not be time misspent, however, as those 
who share your table will testify. 


Au essential to us all is the onion and 


the Spanish onion is one in great favor. 
I have found it niosi desirable for stuf- 
fing and suggest you try my methsd. 
When the onions are large I allow one 
to each two persons, but otherwise stuff 
one for each person at the table. Pull 
off the thin outside skin,and the roots, 
but do not use a knife for this, as you 
may cut so deep as to penetrate the 
onion and injure it for your purpose. 
Boil gently in salted water, putting in 
when water is boiling, for IE minutes, 
drain and let stand until nearly cold. 
In the meantime get a veal kidney for 
each half dozen onions, chop it fine and 
put it in a frying pan with one table- 
spoonfnl of butter, salt and pepper to 
season highly, and shake over the fire 
until well browned. Add one-half a 
cupful of fine bread crumbs and mixing 
well together tale from the fire. With 
a sharp carving knife cut off the top of 
the onions, scoop out the centres and 
chop them and add to the kidney mis- 
-ture. 
Stuff the onions with this, ar- 


range ia a baking pan, put a bit of but- 
ter on each, pour around some rich stock 
and bake in a moderate oven according 
to the size of the onion. 


Another good stuffed dish is made 


with egg plant. This is my way. Se- 
lect a good sized specime'n, put in a 
kettle of boiling, salted water and boii 
fifteen minutes. Out off a section of the 
top and remove the pulp, leaving the 
walls at least an inch in thickness. 
Chop the pulp and add a teaspoonful of 
onion juice, three tablespoonfuls of 
melted butter, a cupful of bread crumbs 
and salt and pepper to season to taste-. 
Turn into a frying psn with two table- 
spoonfuls of good stock, stir over the 
fire until well heated, take off, add one 
beaten egg and refill the egg plant. Ar- 
range so as to bake moderately for one- 
half hour. 


Deviled tomatoes will please you I am 


sure. 
Select three ripe but firm ones 


and cut them into thick slices without 
peeling them. Dust witb salt and pep- 
per, 
di« into flour and gaute quickly in 


hot butter. In the meantime cream two 
tablespoonfuls of butter , with one tea- 
spoonful of powdered sugar, oae-half a 
teaspoonful of dry mustard, a dash of 
cayenne and salt to season. 
Work 


smoothly one raw egg into the mashed 
yolk of one haid boiled egg, stirring in 
at the same time two tablespoonfuls--of 
vinegar. Add this to the creamed mix- 
ture and cook over hot water until 
thirkeued. Put the browned tomatoes 
on to a hot platter, pour over the sauce 
and serve at once. 


Did you ever eat Dutehed Bed Cab- 


bage? If not, try this refcipe at the first 
opportunity. Remove all the outer leaves 
from a firm head of red cabbage and 
chop or shied it; cover with cold water 
and let it stand for an hour. Draia well 
and for each quart of cabbage allow 
one t'ablespoonful of butter, one heaping 
tablespoonful of finely chopped onion, 
one-half a tenspoonful of salt, a pinch 
oi Ciace and two tablespoonfuls of vine- 
gar. Cover and cook very slowly until 
tender, adding a teaspoonful of sugar 
when it appears to be about half done. 
Lovers of cabbage esteem this dish 
highly. 


NOODLES AS A VEGETABLE. 
With three slightly beaten eggs mix 


two tablebpooiifuls, of water, a little salt 
and enough flour to make a stiff dough. 
Work well, adding more flour when 
necessary, and when smooth cut off a 
small piece and roll it as thin as a 
wafer. 
Sprinkle this with flour and 


make into a tight little roll and with a 
sharp knife cut it into ribbons one 
quarter inch ivide. Let them dry for an 
hour or more, then throw them, a few 
at a time, into boiling salted water. 
Separate them carefully -with a fork to 
prevent their matting together, and 
when done, skim them out and keep 
them warm until enough are cooked. 
Season with butter, place them on the 
dish' in which they are to be served and 
sprinkle over them bread crumb^ which 
have been lightly brovrned in hot butter. 
This dibh is to be served with meat or 
£sh. 


HOT SLICED TONGUE. 


Make a piquante sauce in this fashion: 


Put four tablespoonfuls of butter in a 
saucepau, and v.-hen It begins to brown 
add two tablespoonfuls of flour and stir 
until it is well biowned but not burned. 
Diaw aside on the range and sowly add 
two cupfuls of brown stock, stirring 
constantly, add salt and cayenne and 
simmer for ton rninutea. 
In another 


saucepan boil four tablespoonfuls of 
vinegar, one tablespoonful of chopped 
onion and one teaspoonful of sugar 
rapidly for five minutes, then aJd it to 
the sauce and nt the same time put in 


BAKED SUET PUDDING. 


One-quarter of a pound of suet chop- 


ped fine, two eggs, ,one pint of milk, 
three cups of flour, two toaspoonftils 
baking ponder, one-half 
teaspoonful 


salt, and cup of dried currants. 
Mix 


thp baking powder, salt and flour to- 
gether and sift three times, then rub ill 
tbe &uet nnfl currants. Beat the eggs, 
add tlism to the milk, then add to the 
flour mixture. Bnke in a moderate oven 
half an hour. Serve with a sweet sauce. 


DOUGHNUTS. 


Mix well together tbree cups sifted 


pastry flour, two tenspoonfuls baking 
powder, one-half teaspoonful salt, nml 
one siiltspoon of mace. Beat one egg, 
add to it onc-balf cup of sugar, one tea- 
spoonful of incited lard and ono-half 
cup of milk. Mix with the dry ingredi- 
ents, cut in rings and fry. 
This rule 


makes twenty. 


MARBLE CAKE." 


One-half cup of butter, one cup of 


•ugar, three eggs, one teaspoonful va- 
nilla, one-half eup of milk, two and one. 
balf cups of flour (pastry), two round- 
ing teaupoonfulB baking powder, five 
rounding tablmpoonfulb grated choco- 
late, one teHs,poemful mixed spice. Mis 
and sift together the flour and baking 
powder. 
CUcurnr thu butter; add tiie 


sugar and cream. Beat tbe yolks of the 
eggs until lemoa colored and thick, and 
add to the butter mixtuie. 
Add the 


flavoring tinil tlio milk and the flour al- 
ternately, a little at a time, and lastly 
the whites of the eggs beaten stiff. Mplt 
tho chocolate and let cool slightly. Add 
one-half of the dough to it, as also the 
spices. Put a layer of the light, then 
the dark, into a medluin-Uied cake pan, 
which has beeu previously lined with, 
paper an* greased with butter, until all 
the materials are all used. Bake in a 
moderately hot oven thirty-five or forty 
minutes. The oven should be rather cool 
at first and the heat increased every ten 
minutes. 
The cake- is done when it 


shrinks slightly from the sides of the 
pan. 
Tbe butter should be packed sol- 


idly; the flour should be put in light 
and not shaken when measuring. 


ORANGE SOUFFLE. 


Pulp aud juice of two eraages, one- 


half teaspoonful of »rauge extract, two 
eggs, two teaspoonfuls butter, three ta- 
blespoonfuis of powdered sugar, one 
teaspoonful caramel, one-half saltspoon- 
fui of salt. Beat the yolks of the eggs 
until light and thick. Beat the white 
of one egg until stiff, ad£ gradually one 
teaspoonful of sugar, fold into tbe yolks. 
add salt, spread carefully into hot but- 
tered omelet pan or chafing dish; when 
well puffed spread the pulp of the 
oranges over the top, spread over that 
the other beaten white, to which the 
sugar and extract are added gradually; 
when well puffed 
and 
brown, fold, 


sprinkle on the caramel, pour over all 
the orange juics and serve. 


CHQl'S IN PAPER CASES. 


Put slices of salt pork into a frying 


pan and when tried out lay in neatly 
trimmed and seasoned chops, lamb or 
veal, and saute until half done. 
Re- 


move the meat and add to the pan s 
tablespoonful of finely chopped onion, 
and when that is cooked add a cupful 
of stock and 
cupful of a mixture of 


minced veal, bam, mushrooms and pars- 
ley, 
all chopped fine. Salt and pepper 


to taste and on well-buttered paper 
place a spoonful of this sauce, lay in a 
chop and on that put enother spoonful, 
fold over the paper and plait the edges 
together to hold them. Cook on a but- 
tered diab iu ttte oven for ten minutes 
and serve on that dish very hot. 


ROLLED FILLETS OF FLOUNDER. 


Tbe flounders should be of uniform 


size and large enough to make four 
fillets each, two and a half inches wide. 
Marinate them, or if desired, dredge 
them withisaltMand pepper and dip in 
melted*bifKGf,,roll them and fasten with 
a wooden to«thpick. Dip each in beaten 
egg and roll m bread crumbs and cook 
in a pan of hot fat for about seven min- 
utes. Fry'dnly four at a time that the 
fat may be kept Up to the required tem- 
perature, remove the toothpick care- 
fully and serve with tomato sauce. 


BA-EED SQUASH. 


Wash, cuf fa halves and trim a soft- 


shell squash and' for it prepare this fill- 
ing: 
To tbree cups of fresh bread 


crumbs add half a cocoanut, ground; 
half a dozen green peppers from which 
seeds and strings hare been removed, 
three onions of medium size, celery 
enough to make one pint, all carefully 
ground; add one tablespoonful-each of 
dint and sage. Lastly add a teaspoon- 
tul of salt and. three eggs beaten with 
one pint of milk. Fill the halves of the 
squash and pour over each three table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter. Bake until 
tender and brown. 


HALIBUT SAUTE WITH TOMATO 


SAUCE. 


Use a slice of halibut about an inch 


thick, wipe carefully and season with 
salt and Repper. Cover both sides with 
fine bread or cracked crumbs, haute in 
hot fat tiled out from salt pork, and 
when well fcrowned on One side, turn 
and saute on the other. For the sauce 
stew a can of tomatoes for ten minutes, 
add salt, pepper and half a cup of fing 
bread or cracker crumbs and cook fiva 
minutes. Then put in two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter and serve at once. 


JUMBLES. 


Crecm one cupful of butter with two 


cupfuls of sugar, add three eggs, the 
yolks and whites beaten separately, and 
flavoring to taste. 
Stir in lightly 


enough flour to make a paste just firm 
enough to roll thin, cut it into circles, 
and with a smaller cutter stamp out a 
small circle 'In the middle, leaving the 
Jumbles iu rings. Place them in a 
floured pan, 
brush the tops with white 


of egg and sprinkle with powdered 
susar. Bake ia a moderate oven to a 
light color. 


QUICK RAISED DOUGHNUTS. 
Make a sponge of one pint of warm 


milk, three yeast cakes and one level 
tea-spoonful of salt. 
When very light 


add one-half cup of butter and one 
heaped coffee cupful of sugar creamed 
together witb two thoroughly beaten 
eggs, one-half of a nutmeg and suffi- 
cient bread flour to make a dough that 
will mould -without added flour, but not 
too stiff. Knead one-half hour on a 
warni board, then roll out to the thick- 
nebs of a half-inch, cut with a small 
biscuit cutter and arrange half an inch 
apart on the warm board and place near 
the 
range 
uotil 
light. 
Then 
fry 


slowly, loll in powdered sugar while hot 
and put away. This makes three dozen. 


KENTUCKY CORN DODGERS. 
Mix a teaspoonful of salt with a cup- 


ful of corn meal and scald it with just 
enough boiling water to dampen it. 
Thon mid enough cold milk to enable it 
to be moulded, stir it well together1 and 
form into cakes three-quarters of an 
Inoh thick iu the middle and oblong in 
shnpe. A tnblospoonfnl of dough will 
make one of these cakes, which arc to 
be baked ou a greased pan in a bot oreu 
tor twenty-five minutes.

Irrigation in Arizona has been the 


subject of an Investigation conducted 
by the government, the results of which 
are now available, says a special dis- 
patch from Washington to the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. The work was 
done under the direction of the ceusua 
bureau and was largely directed by Mr. 
H. F. Newell, chief hydrographer of the 
United States geological survey, ana 
Mr. Clarence J. Blancbard. Although 
the reports are thus far confined to tbe 
territory(ef Arizona, It is expected they 
will attract general attention in view of 
the drought in the southwest and the 
movement for a general irrigation sys- 
tem under the patronage of tbe govern- 
ment The report says in part: 


"The importance of Irrigation is dem- 


onstrated by tbe tact that irrigated 
hind outside of tbe Indian reservations 
has an-acreage of 185,396, or 81.4 per 
cent of the corresponding improved 
land. The progress of agriculture dur- 
ing th* decade ending with 1900 is at- 
tributable to the successful application 
of irrigation to the growing of hay and 
forage, cereals, vegetables, fruits and 
other crops. 


"Within the ten years from 1890 to 


1900 545 miles of canals and ditches 
were constructed at a cost of $1,508,- 
469. Out of-tbis total $512,000 was ex- 
pended in. -ditches iato which no water 
bad been'turned before June 1, 1900. 
Aside from this amount $250,000 Is rep- 
resented in canals which were complet- 
M within the.last few years and would 
Utilize only a small quantity of the wa- 
ter appropriated for them. The acre- 
ages under these ditches which in tto 
near future will be brought under cul- 
tivation will undoubtedly be nrjch lar- 
ger than the area now irrigated by all 
the ditches constructed since 1889. 


In 1890 tbe acres irrigated outside of 


the reservations .numbered 65,821; la 
1900 they cumbered 185.S96. By the 
opening of new ditches and canals be- 
tween 1890 and 1900 26,297 acres were 
•dded to tne-lrrigated area. By the en- 
largement of the canals previously con- 
Btrncted and as tbe result of more in- 
telligent methods of water distribution 
93,278 acres were added to the produc- 
tive area of the territory. The total In- 
crease ia. irrigated land in ten years 
was M9;675 acres. Most of this land 
was public domain In 1890. At a low 
estimate its present average value is 
$30 per acre, or $3,587,250. Irrigation 
has added this large amount to the 
farm wealth of the territory. 


"The total number of acres of irrigat- 


ed crops, as given above, is 137.233, 
while the total number of acres of land 
Irrigated is 185,396. The difference of 
48,163 acres represents approximately 
the area of pasture land irrigated. It is 
yrobnble that a portion of the area up- 
on which crops were reported ns grown 
without irrigation* was really irrigated 
at some time during the year. 


"In addition to surface water obtain- 


ed from rivers Arizona possesses con- 
siderable quantities of ground water, 
or so called underflow, with deptjis va- 
rying from 40 to 1,500 feet Seventy- 
seven farms were wholly or in part 
supplied with this ground water by 
pumping from wells. In this way 974 
acres were irrigated. The use of wella 
to augment the supply of water in th« 
ditches or by pumping the water di- 
rectly upon the land is becoming more 
general each year, and in sections 
where an artesian supply is abundant a 
considerable area of land above the 
line of tbe ditch ultimately will be re- 
claimed and rendered productive and 
valuable. 


"The ditches furnished with suffi- 


cient water supply properly adminis- 
tered] are able to Increase tbe cultivable 
area in nearly that proportion. The av- 
erage cost of constructing the ditches 
was about $2,954 per mile, $5 per acre 
of land under ditch and $24 per acre 
for the land actually^ irrigated In tbe 
year 1895. 


"Not all the investments id Irrigation 


Bitches have been profitable, and not 
all have been wiselv made. The disap- 
pointments which have followed many 
ootnble attempts to reclaim large areas 
t>f arid land have nearly always been 
flue to the failure on the part of those 
concerned to give proper consideration 
to the subject of water supply. Such 
failures are reflected In tbe high aver- 
age cost of irrigation canals per acre of 
Irrigated land, and the average is made 
lo appear much greater than it actually 
N. For ditches wisely planned and eco- 
nomically constructed tbe average cost 
per irrigated acre does not vary much 
from the average cost of water rights, 
|9.50. 


"The average value of arable land 


nnder ditch, but not yet prepared for 
Irrigation, Is $7.73 per acre, while that 
Of good irrigated land is $-13 50. The 
Bifference, $35.77, is the average value 
per acre added by Irrigation. There 
bas been a large profit over the cost of 
Bitch construction, ?24 per irrigated } 
icre. This profit would have been much 
larger and the cost per Irrigated acre 
materially less if the ditches bad been 
fonstructed only after due considera- 
tion of the factors tavolvcd."

Former Inventors and Tests of 


Dirigible Balloons. 


SANTOS-DUMONT'S OTHEE ASCENTS

The Deutscb prize, which M. Santos- 


Dumont, wao has just narrowly es- 
caped death in attempting to circle the 
Eiffel tower in his dirgible balloon, 
has been trying for two Bummers ^to 
win, was offered in March, 1900, says 
the New York Tribune. The conditions 
of the contest were these: T«he aero- 
naut should start from Suresner, about 
three and one-half miles from the Eif- 
fel tower, make a voyage around that 
colossal structure and return to the 
point of departure inside of 30 min- 
utes. To do so it would be necessary 
to travel at tbe rate of 14 miles or 
more an hour for full seven miles and 
demonstrate the feasibility of propel- 
ling, steering and otherwise success- 
fully managing his craft The sum to 
be given is $20,000. 


M. Santos-Duiaont got his airship up 


several times in the spring and sum- 
mer of 1800 and made the attempt In- 
formally—that is, without summoning 
the Judges to witness the performance. 
Finally he made a Jrial under official 
scrutiny. This was in September. But 
Something went wrong with his ap- 
paratus, and be descended before com- 
pleting the journey. Hia first notable 
ascent this year was not made over tbe 
Sttresner-EIffel tower course and hence 
waa not an attempt to secure tbe .prize. 
He sailed from St Cloud to tbe Long' 
champs race course and simply maneu- 
vered in the air. 


The general plan which this daring 


young navigator pursues is much like 
that of Captain K?ebs and Renard of 
the French army in 1885. 
They em- 


ployed a gas bag to sustain their ap- 
paratus and shaped it like a cigar in or- 
der to reduce atmospheric resistance. 
With a screw propeller, driven by an 
electric motor and storage battery, 
Krebs find Renard developed a speed 
of 14 miles an hour, but this was main- 
tained for only n few minutes. 


Among those who have followed this 


tvell known precedent was the German 
^ount von Zeppelin, who tried his air- 
ship over Lake Constance last year 
both in July and October. The enor- 
mous size of the craft—it was over 400 
feet long—and the man's own promi- 
nence as a military officer and friend of 
the king of \Vurttemberg attracted so 
much attention to the venture that 
scarcely anybody noticed Santos-Du- 
tnont, whose work was really much 
more promising. Von Zeppelin bad a 
big ship with a feeble engine, a small 
gnscjfne motor, wnlle the modest young 
Brazilian in Paris bad a small ship, 
•with a motor which was relatively 
much morejj powerful. 
In certain de- 


tails perajl£Sffius craft was superior. 
Von Zeppglm was doomed to failure 
from tbe outset. f He made eight or ten 
miles am hoarltor'a few minutes, but 
could not fceattihe" record. He spent a 
good deal ot/meney, mostly his own, , 
and has now definitely retired from the 
field. 


Santos-Dunaont Is an engineer by pro- 


fession and* about 20 years old. 
His 


gasoline motoxjfe a marvel of lightness. 
It was designed especially by tbe 
Messrs, Itaijnlerv develops seven horse- 
power and weighs 70 pounds. The gas- 
oline tanks are cigar shaped. But even 
frith this beautiful equipment, in some 
respects unequaled, Santos-Dumont has 
not yet beaten tbe record of Krebs and 
Renard.

CUT-RATE VACCINATION 


And How an Agreement BroKO a 


Hustling Doctor's Heart 


A good story floats in from a n«iffh- 


boring small town in Verm'ont, where 
they have,had a email pox'scare UK 
long ago. There are two doctors In the 
toivn, 
whose relations are not of a 


character to lead them into any such 
action as forming a medical society ft 
their own; on the contrary they would 
go far to disprove the commonly ac- 
cepted theory 
that professional men 


invariably "stand together." Of course 
as soon as the presence of small pox 
was reported, vaccination w^s in order, 
and, as the story goes, one of the doc- 
to:g, !n order to bo sure or his sha'2 
of the "pap" proceeded to cut pric"s. 
Ho began to "jab" his neighbors and 
their children for 25 cents apiece, while 
his rival was collecting 50 tents and a 
dollar, regulating the fee to some ex- 
ten* in accordance with the financial 
standing of the victims. The systems 
adopted by the doctors worked admir- 
ably and kept them about on a par .so 
far as the financial returns from vac- 
cination were concerned. 
The low- 


pnced man got the most work, 
but 


the 
extra charges of the ether made 


ham 
a close second in ths matter of 


doliars and cents; and so matters ran 
alrng till the scare became such that 
the authorities of the town ordered a 
general 
vaccination with the under- 


tanding that all who were able to 
par for the^sewce should do so, while 
others should be vaccinatfd at the ex- 
pei:se . of the town, 
The work, W 


course, was divided between the two 
doctors; that is. each was given a fair 
crrck at ail he could get. At this jun- 
cture 
th« 25 cent man concluded that 


the time for cessation 'of price cutting 
had come, 
and he informed the au- 


thorities 
that he should expect the 


same 
pay for his 
services that the 


other doctor received. This was satis- 
factory and/ the ball was cijen^d. The 
facts 
came to the knowledge of the 


higher priced man, 
who 
remained 


quietly 
in his home, 
attending to 


such cases as came his way, while the 
other doctor drove night and day all 
'over the town up hi" and 
down, 


raking in what he 
consid-ered a har- 


vect. 
Finally the day of 
settlement 


came, and 
his consternation may be 


imagined 
when he learned that the 


charge of his competitor fo>- the work 
he had done for the town was 714 
ce;its per vaccination. 
His situation 


was much like that of the old woman 
who said the only way she could make 
money by selling firfi for less than she 
paio' 
for them was by doing a laree 


business; and the chances are that the 
next 
time that particular town has 


to be shielded frcm small cox the reg- 
ular charges for vaccination will be 
made, ccmpetit'on or no competition.

NEW INSURANCE RULES 


When Blanket Rates are Made, Owners 


Must Make Application 


The midsummer meeting of the New 


England insurance exchange was held 
Saturday in Boston. 
An important 


ruling was presented by the execu- 
tive committee and passed unanimous 
ly by the exchange. Jt is of unusual 
interes^ to large insuring interests, 
and provides that when blanket rates 
are made on property rated upon 
schedules, the applications for such 
rates must be made by the owners 
themselves, and a statement must ac- 
company each application showing the 
distribution of values, over the own- 
er's signature. 


Whether an extra charge should be 


made for the insertion, of the light- 
ning clause in policies of Are insur- 
ance was also debated. 
After some 


little discussion, it was deemed un- 
necessary, and the motion favoring it 
was defeated. 


Several other 
important measures 


were introduced. It is proposed that 
the present form of permit allowed to 
mechanics and builders shall be amend 
ed so as to prohibit the application of 
lighted torches to scale off old paint, 
Yi'hich have of late been a 
fruitful 


source of outbreaks. 


A motion was also presented by the 


executive committee dealing with the 
reduced rate clause. 


This particular clause now roads. 


"This, clause shall be inoperative in 
the settlement of loss under any item 
of this policy when the amount of 
loss under such itam or the total insur 
ance thereon equals or exceeds the 
percentage above specified, or when 
the loss is less than 5 per cent of the 
total insurance thereon." 


The motion introduced is designed to 


eliminate its being included where a 
policy covers more than one building 
under a blanket form. 


The keenest interest is manifested 


in insurance circles as to the outcome 
of this recommendation, 
which 
is 


also under consideration by the Bos- 
ton board of fire underwriters.

Problems ol the Commissioners. The

Court House N«x*

The county commissioners are con- 


fronted with another 
problem, and 


this time the grand jury sends a reso- 
lution of condemnation as to the room 
in the basement of the marble build- 
ing, where the grand inquest meets 
twice a year. In July, especially, this 
damp, hot basement, with windows, 
atrd doors- closed,—for 
deliberation^ 


are secret,—is a veritable sweat-box, 
and District Attorney Hammond ,who 
took the place of Mr. Gardner, styled 
it worse than the famous black hole 
of Calcutta. 
The basement 
of 
the 


court house is its worst feature, and 
the hardpan soil where it stands, with 
floors lying practically on the ground 
although concreted in part, makes the 
trouble. When the court-house was 
built, some 30 odd years ago, atten- 
tion to soil was-not what it is now, 
and in time a complete rearrangement 
of rooms and sanitary conditions will 
have to be made. There is too much 
Toom in some places' and not enough 
in others. The architecture is good, 
but the planning is bad for conveni- 
ence and other details. With Greylock 
summit demanding a lot of money for 
"roads and repairs, the jail needing in 
time a strong wall costing several 
thousand dollars, the court house ask- 
ing for betterments all the time, no 
wonder the commissioners arc asking 
for authority to spend .more money. 
The $8000 which the legislature al- 
lowed Berkshire to raise this year ad- 
ditional was ostensibly ssked" for on 
the ground of expense for the Fos- 
burgh case, but really, now it turns out 
to meet extra demands for Greylock 
roads and other growing needs.
